Ihey had a good organization ' and 
n-.nde a sturdy, fight until the pnllB 
closed, but no avail. . They wer^ aim 
ply swamped so far as the head ot 
the city goes. 


Ahead of Ticket 


.'Mayor Rose will run ahead of the 


rest of the ticket by from 1.500 to 
2.000, which will represent the slash- 
1ng given Major Anson by his own 
party. 
This Is due In part-to the 


complication- of the Judicial' contest 
which 
drove many republicans to 


Mayor Hose In their 
efforts to re- 
ject Judge W. D. Tarrant. the sitting 
judge, who was opposed by a party 
nomination on the part of the repub- 
licans.

Judge Tarrant Elected .

The main feature that contributed 


to the result was the feeling on the 
purl of the LaFollette men that this 
was In a measure a skirmish for the 
state campaign, and that an 
over- 


whelming victory for the ' republican 
ticket, which was nominated 
by the 


stalwart wing, would be looked upon 
throughout the state as a stalwart 


^victory. 
The Rose managers, took

THE OLD MISSION 


AT SANTA BARBARA 


Mrs. Louise F. Brand Visits the Fa 


mous Old Franciscan Monks' 


, 
Monastery in California. 


Santa Barbara, March 27.—Every 


one who goes to Santa Barbara visit 
the old mission which is especially 
Interesting because It Is the only mis 
slon In the state, I believe, still occu 
l.Ieil ns a home by the 
Franciscan 


monks, theb rotherhood, who founder 
the missions here over a century ago 
The mission stands at the end of a 
broad avenue bordered with peppe 
trees. 
It I« on the outskirts 
o. 


.tnc city and has the mountains for a 
background for Its white buildings 
The long plain building Is the home 
of the monks and along Its entire 
front extends the famous 
corridor 


'.vlth Its roof of many arches. Even 
the bellcord, which hangs down at the 
side of one of the doors, helps to 
r.'irry one out of modern-life 
Into 


the atmosphere of the early days of 
California. 
A sharp pull on 
the 


rope, the jangle of a bell within, ant: 
a pleasant faced monk Invites the vis 
Itor to enter the hare room and regls 
ter while he disappears to summon a 
guide. 
We were shown through the 


mission by the guide who most often 
torves, n native of Germany 
who 


sneaks quite brokenly. 
He and all 


the monks of the brotherhood 
wear 


the coarse brown hooded gown of the 
Franciscan order, knotted around the 
w.ilnt with n rope In which several 
knots were tied. 
Their bare 
feet 


are protected only by loose sandals. 
The 'guide Is very accommodating ns 
well as well Informed and relates the 
history of the mission as lie conducts 
h'n guests through It. 


The mission or church was built 


entirely by the monks themselves tho 
rocks being hewn out 
by 
hand. 


Tim building 'represents labor 
the 


difficulties of which are hard to appre- 
ciate In this age of labor saving nin- 
r.-ninery. 
The Interior of the church 


Is very long and narrow and Is of 
unique value and Interest because the 
original decoration has. been preserv- 
ed. 
The original paintings of 
the 


Stations of the Cross, brought over 
from Spain In the 18th century still 
bring on the walls and the original 
images,'carved out of wood and paint- 
"•il. still Inspire a worshipping people 
with reverence. 


Beneath the Moor of the church lie 


the remains'' of the original monks 
who founded the mission. 
Later the 


monks as well as the early Catholics 
of the parish were burled In the little 


burial.
